A rep ort of the com m ittee on street rail 
w ay franchise was called for, anil A lder­ 
m an Anderson, chairm an of the com m it­ 
tee. Hated that the comm ittee was not yet 
p rep ar d to m ake any recommendations; 
that it was still inv estigating; and asked 
furth er tim e in w hich to m ake a final re­ 
p ort. 


A lderm an Parsons mov ed that the com 
mittee rep ort at the next regular meeting 
A lderm an A nderson thought the com m it­ 
tee could he p rep ared to recom mend ae 
tion in the m atter in a week if m c e s s n n ; 
but saw no need for hurry, ami adv ised 
deliberation not only on the p art of the 
com m ittee but on the p art of the conned 
w hen the rep ort shad hav e been subm it 
ted. 
it were better to take time now not 
only to thoroughly iuform themselv es on 
all p oints; but that the p eop le at large 
may become conv ersant with the full m er­ 
its of the question before final action is 
taken. 
T he motion of Alderman Parsons 
was carried. 


On inv itation of Mayor Palm» r, Aldet 
man A nderson stated the reseH of the 
committee's inv estigations of the street 
railways in R ockford on Thursday, one 
m em ber of the comm ittee declining logo. 
T he com m ittee trav eled extensiv ely along 
ad the lines of road, a !l ov er the city ami 
into the suburbs, crossing all the bridges 
and Hie v iaduct, sev eral times 
T hey did 
not m ake their mission generally known, 
but used their eyes and made inquiries 
fro ly of ap p arently disinterested p ersons 
on the v arious p oints up on which inform a­ 
tion was desired. T h ey found ihtee kiuds 


of rails in use; the P hiladelp hia fiat rail 
the comm on T rail and the girder <*r 
Hanged T ra;l. 
The common T rail was 
iargi iy used on the east side on brick and 
block p av ed streets and 
nmcadirnized 
roads. 
T h ere was no more difficulty in 
teams crossing these than the fiat rails, 
still used to some extent in the heart of 
the city. 
On the v iaduct both flat aud T 
rails were in use, the latter sup erceding 
the form er, and being much sm oother 
riding. 
W ith regard to the cars frighten 
¡D J horses, the com m ittee in its day's ride 
saw but fiv e horses which show ed any 
sign» of fear, and on any of the bridges 
no fear was exhibited that whs not easily 
controlled with the lines. 
On the v ia 
d ict, ov er 700 feet long and only 
19 feet 
wide, the car track was laid on one side, 
the wagon track betw een this and the 
sidewalk. 
T he only p rotection between 
the sidew alk ami the wagon track wa# a 
firing of fix ! inch tim bers bolted dow n. 
O ur bridge is the same width a* tw o ot 
the three bridges in Rockford, 
The new 
bridge, built about a year ago, is the full 
width of the s t r e e t . 


A lderm an Keyes sp oke of some of the 
adv antages of the T ov er the II it rail, 
stating th a t while they were, as leal m 
Rockford, e q usd y uaubstructiv e to teams, 
the T rail was uncoinp arably 
easier to 
ride on. 
T hey found that ev ery one of 
whom inquiry 
was m ad e- ap p arently dis 
interested users of the road 
p referred 
the T rad. 
Inquiry elicited the I a form a­ 
tion that in the three years since the co n ­ 
struction of the v iaduct no horse thereon 
had been sufficiently 
frightened to step 
ov er the 0 by 4 timber onto the sidewalk 
and no accident had occurred since the 
construction of the road. 
He ex p hi ned 
the constt notion of the electric track so as 
to p rev ent injury to the bridge, and said 
tlmt instructions were giv en to m otor men 
in all cases where restiv e horses seemed 
to be,!Tightened, to slow up , and if neces­ 
sary stop the car and render any needed 
assistance to the driv er of the frightened 
animal. 


In rep ly to a que# ’ion from Alderman 
N eighbour, Mr 
Keyes said that instead 
of tLere being Jess ti afile on the streets 
and bridges trav ersed by the electric cars, 
there was more trav el than form eily as 
rep orted to him, and it was also stated to 
him that there was now no objection on 
the p art of p rop erty owners to the tracks 
laid along the I tie of their p rop erty , 
arlter objectors 
being en thusiastic­ 
ally iu fav or of the road, which has n et 
dep reciated, but in nearly 
ev ery case in 
creased the v alue of the contiguous p rop 
erty. 


Alderm an Neighbour rear! h letter from
